According to recent reports, the Langeuhenersdorf Plant as an experi~- 
mental endcavor has becn a coriplete failure Lut, on the other hand » itis said 
to be still in operation. 


The Jenapharm Plant in Jena (IM 51/J 6) is the nain penicillin plant. After an 


izprovoec precess for the production 02 crystal cleer penicillin had been developed 


in the Institute for licrobLology, the initial nonthly production tarret was 
set at 50 billion wits for the perioc ending in late 1949. Nonthly proecuction 
wis scheduled to be inereasec to CO billion units during 1950, Thus » the Jena~ 
ghar: Plant world be able not only to meet the totel requirements of th: zoe 
anc the SCC requisitions but also to male substantial exports to the zastern 
Flee. Actually a monthly production of 60 billion units was reached b the 

end of Febrvary 1950, However, production then liac to be Suspended for several 
nontis because the culture media had been polluted allegedly because the ins 
jection of unsterilized air into lle bolicrs had cestroyed or inactivated the 
mold penicillin cultures, Apparently it was not ascertained whether this was 
anact of sabotave, At least ho billion unitshave been inactivated because of 
decontanination. The Jenapharn Flant mist have resunec production in the sun 
mer or fall of 1950, The Sovict confiscation of a two-month production of the 
plant in September was reported, but this scems tobe innacurate as far as the 
date is concerned, It obviously refers to an earlier confiscation of inacti- 
vated culture medin when the Sovicts Luvesticatec vossible sabotage. 


the i adaus Pharma Plant in Redeveul (i) 52/F 19) is another important penicillin 
producing enterprise, It also resuned production in 1919, About 22 billion 
unius hac been vroduced by the end of 1949. The initial production target for 
1950 was 5O billion units, The final target is to treble the 19h9 production. 
Late in 199 at least 5 bili‘on units were produced monthly, 


The sehering {lant in Berlin-‘dlershof at lesst tenporsrily produced a snail 
amoun. oO. penicillin, The plat producec 1.3 billion units fron Jmuary to the 
beginnin: of Lay 1950. Penicillin productior was alleredly suspended by the 
middle of Mey 1950, but was resumed again shortly before September 1950. The 
Chemical Plant in Gruenau (i 53/2 93), the i harnaceutical Plant in Querlits 

(0 52/2 00), anc the &sic-sSorum Institute in Dessau (1° 52e/E 17) are alsa said to 
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have made penicillin production tests, 


The quality of the venieillin produced id said to be satiSfactory in reneral 

though the production process anc potency of the cultures used is ollegedly 
inadequate, The maximum monthly production at present can be estimated as ohly 

90 billion units, even if the Lanrenhennersdorf Plant and the Schering Mant 

in Berlin are in operation, the Jenpharm Plant in Jena has reached the schedui~ 

ed monthly tarcet of 80 billion units » and the productibn of the Madsus Flant 25X11 
in «wzaceboul is ineluded, A very substantial portion of this total is diverted 

to reparations. 
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
